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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because Figure 6 is labeled for two figures. Figure 
6 should be changed to -Figure 6A and Figure 6B-. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action.

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3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims.

Specification 

4. The substitute specification filed 3/8/04 has not been entered because it does not 
conform to 37 CFR 1.125(b) and (c) because: the statement as to a lack of new matter 
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under 37 CFR 1.125(b) is missing. Applicant is noted that there are three sets of 
specifications, one set filed on 11/14/03 and two sets filed on 3/8/04 and the 
original set filed on 11/14/03 is currently examined. 



5. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

With respect to the present abstract, the "numerals" should be deleted and 
should be on a separate sheet with the range of 50-150 words. Applicant is noted 
that there are three abstracts, two filed on 11/14/03 and one filed on 3/8/04. It is 
not clear which one should be used for examination. 



Claim Objections 

6. Claims 1-18 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. There are three sets of claims, two sets filed on 1 1/14/03 in which one set, 
claims 1-18 have been amended and is used for examination, and the third set filed on 
3/8/04 has not been entered because it fails to comply with 37 CFR 121 (b). 

b. The "reference numerals" in claims 1-18 should be deleted. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1-8 and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

a. Claim 1 , line 6 recites that "at least one reflector", line 10 recites that "fewer 
than three reflectors", and line 16 recites that "at least three reflectors". These three 
phrases are contradictory with each other. Applicant is required to clarify this matter. 

b. Claim 1, lines 9, 12 and 16-17; claim 2, lines 3-4; claim 3, lines 3-4; claim 8, 
line 4; the terms "if and/or "if applicable" does not provide a positive limitation. 

c. Claim 5, line 3, the phrase "to at least" should be changed to -between-. 

d. Claim 16 is not clear; Claim 16 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being 
of improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous 
claim if is dependent on claim 1 and applicant is required to rewrite the claim(s) in 
independent form if it is an independent claim. 

e. Claim 17 is not clear if it is dependent on claim 16 or claim 9. 

f. Claims 4, 6, 7 and 18 are dependent; therefore, inherent the deficiencies of the 
claims on which they depend. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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9. Claims 9-1 5 are allowed. 

10. Claims 1-8 and 16-18 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

1 1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 
combination with the cited art so as to satisfy the combination of all the limitations in 
claims 1 and 9. 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render the interrelationship between the "auxiliary measuring tool", "the 
auxiliary reflectors", "the reflectors", 'the light spots", "the laser tracker" and the "opto- 
electronic sensor" as now claimed in claim 1. 

As to claim 9, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render limitations "installation means for mounting the auxiliary 
measuring tool on the device in at least two different orientations" and 
"positioning means for positioning the device relative to the measuring device 
such that the auxiliary measuring tool mounted on the device can be registered in 
each one of the orientations by the laser tracker and by the opto-electronic 
sensor of the measuring device", in combination with the rest of the limitations of 
claim 9. 
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12. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Following references relate to calibration device: Taylor et al 
(5,007,006), Kuehmstedt et al (6,055,056) and Somani et al (6,666,855).
